Introduction 


There  is  nothing  more  fascinating  than  the  story 
of  one’s  own  Ancestors  and  Kinsmen,  revealing  where 
and  when  they  lived,  their  occupations,  habits  and 
characters. 

In  this  volume  is  presented,  for  the  first  time,  some 
such  information  concerning  two  family  groups,  one 
named  “Davis”,  the  other  “Romaine”. 

In  the  ancient  history  of  Europe,  we  get  our  first 
glimpse  of  these  groups;  and,  in  the  Seventeenth  Cen¬ 
tury,  see  them  enter  America,  one  from  Wales,  the 
other  from  the  Netherlands.  Thenceforth,  we  trace 
the  two  lines,  separately,  to  their  union  with  each 
other,  through  the  marriage  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis 
and  Rachel  Ann  Romaine,  in  1851;  and,  thereafter, 
the  Davis  lineage,  as  one  branch,  and  the  Romaine 
lineage,  as  another,  down  to  the  present  time. 

In  the  settlement  of  titles  and  other  legal  questions, 
genealogy  often  becomes  of  the  greatest  importance, 
as  every  lawyer  knows;  and  this  book  should  be  care¬ 
fully  preserved,  as  an  authority,  for  that  purpose. 

No  attempt  is  here  made  to  eulogize,  with  extended 
encomiums  and  flowery  adjectives,  but  rather  to  pre¬ 
sent  facts  in  most  concise  form. 

Data  for  the  biographies  have,  in  large  measure, 
been  obtained  from  the  individuals  themselves;  and, 
in  all  cases,  due  precaution  taken  to  have  every  state¬ 
ment  authentic,  but,  if,  per  chance,  errors  have  crept 
in,  an  apology  is  tendered  and  a  promise  made  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  same,  in  the  next  edition. 


It  is  regretted  that  the  book  contains  so  few  por¬ 
traits,  as  such  pictures  help  to  visualize  the  living,  and, 
as  it  were,  bring  the  deceased  back  to  life  again. 

Under  the  plan  presented,  other  Chapters  may  be 
readily  added,  to  include  those  of  our  people  who  will 
later  appear  in  the  Arena  of  Life;  and  it  is  our  hope 
that  someone  of  the  blood  will,  from  time  to  time,  re¬ 
vise  and  extend  these  chronicles,  that  our  Ancestors 
and  Kinsmen  may  not  be  wholly  forgotten,  as  Time 
marches  on. 

Acknowledgement  is  here  made  of  the  courtesy  of 
everyone  who  co-operated  in  the  work. 

Th  is  book  has  required  long  and  painstaking  prepa¬ 
ration,  covering  many  years,  yet,  if  it  shall  give,  to  his 
fellow  Kinsmen,  at  least  a  little  pleasure  and  some 
service,  gratification  will  be  the  author’s  reward.

PART  ONE 


THE  DAVIS  LINEAGE 


An  Appreciation 


Our  Davis  Lineage,  from  the  earliest  known  date 
to  the  present  time,  is  a  heritage  of  which  we  may  be 
justly  proud.  The  individuals  have  been,  uniformly, 
reliable,  industrious,  upright  and  honorable,  of  high 
ideals  and  noble  purposes — always  among  the  social 
leaders  and,  in  a  worldly  way,  generally,  successful 
and  prosperous.  Each  generation  has  bequeathed  to  the 
next  a  Patrimony  of  Virtue  and  Honor  worthy  of  em¬ 
ulation.  May  those  who  follow  ever  uphold  and  main¬ 
tain  this  fine  tradition. 


CHAPTER  /. 


The  Davis  Ancestry,  in  Great  Britain.  Devel¬ 
opment  of  the  Family  Name.  The  Tradi¬ 
tional  “Three  Brothers. ” 

The  generic  name  of  our  people  appears  in  ancient 
records  as  Davy,  Davi,  Davie,  Davys,  Daves,  Davies 
and  Davis;  and,  it  is  believed,  that  all  families  with 
any  of  these  names  had  a  common  origin,  at  a  very  re¬ 
mote  period. 

Prior  to  306,  A.D.,  Constantine  the  Great,  emperor 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  conquered  Britain  and  left,  as 
ruler,  one  of  his  kindred;  and,  about  850,  A.D.,  Rhodi 
Mawr,  a  succeeding  King  and  relative  of  the  Emper¬ 
or,  united  all  Wales  under  his  dominion,  and  divided 
the  country  among  his  three  sons,  Gwynedd,  Powys 
and  Dyved.  Powys  was  succeeded,  as  king  of  his  prin¬ 
cipality,  by  his  son  Madoc,  and  Madoc  by  his  son, 
Cynric  Efell,  Lord  of  Eglwys  Egle,  who  had  a  son 
called  “Davys.”  This  son,  adopting  Davys  as  a  family 
name,  is  believed  to  be  the  first  of  our  ancestors  to  bear 
the  cognomen  from  which  has  evolved  the  name 
“Davis”,  as  we  now  have  it. 

The  name,  in  its  various  forms,  as  stated,  appears 
frequently  in  the  historical  records  of  Great  Britain, 
especially  in  the  Counties  of  Brecon,  Denbig,  Flint, 
Pembroke,  Carmarthen  and  Cardigan,  of  Wales;  Kil- 
kenney,  of  Ireland;  and  Kent,  Salop,  Cornwall  and 
York,  of  England. 

It  is  not  known  from  which  of  the  many  illustrious 
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lines  of  the  family,  in  Great  Britain,  descended  the 
earliest  Davis  immigrants  to  America;  but  it  is  known 
that  our  first  ancestors,  in  this  country,  came  from 
Wales. 

About  1640,  A.D.,  according  to  the  family  tradi¬ 
tion,  three  of  our  Davis  ancestors,  commonly  referred 
to  as  “The  Three  Brothers,”  immigrated  from  Wales 
to  Massachusetts.  And  the  Colonial  records  of  that 
period  show  that  three  Davis  brothers,  William,  Rich¬ 
ard,  and  Tobias,  arrived  from  Wales  and  settled  at 
Roxbury,  in  that  state;  and  that  William,  by  his  wife, 
Alice  Thorpe,  was  the  father  of  William,  Elizabeth, 
Matthew,  Jonathan ,  Mary,  Jane  and  Rachel. 

It  seems  certain  that  Jonathan  had  a  son  James,  as 
the  records  of  the  latter  part  of  the  Seventeenth  Cen¬ 
tury  show  that  a  James  Davis,  of  Glochester,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  by  his  wife,  Mahitabel,  had  issue  of  John , 
James  and  Joseph.  The  peculiar  name  “Mahitabel”  is 
significant,  since  it  was  given  to  one  of  Benjamin 
Davis’  daughters,  many  years  later. 

Among  the  first  settlers  of  Massachusetts,  was  a 
Davis,  who  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  from  Wil¬ 
liam  Penn  and  colonized  it  with  settlers  from  Wales. 

Daniel  Davis  (b.  1713;  d.  1798)  resided  at  Barn¬ 
stable,  Massachusetts,  and  was  Judge  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  later  Chief  Justice,  and  a  delegate  to  the 
Convention  that  adopted  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence. 

These  early  Davises,  in  America,  generally  left 
large  families,  and  their  descendants  have  spread  to 
every  State  in  the  Union;  and  many  of  them  have 
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served  with  honor  and  distinction,  in  various  walks  of 
life:  as  farmers,  merchants  and  manufacturers,  law¬ 
yers,  jurists  and  clergymen,  educators,  authors  and 
editors,  scientists,  engineers  and  soldiers,  governors, 
legislators  and  diplomats ;  and  nearly  every  Congress, 
since  the  Fifth,  has  had  a  Davis  in  either  the  House 
or  Senate. 

In  the  following  pages,  we  shall  trace  our  line  of 
descent  from  James  Davis  (1670),  through  his  son, 
f  J ohn  (1705)  and  our  Benj amin  Davis  (1735),  down 
to  the  present  time. 


CHAPTER  II. 


Cradle  of  our  Davis  Clan,  in  America.  Benja¬ 
min  Davis — Farmer  and  Patriot.  Ruth 
Yores  (Davis),  his  Wife,  and  Their  Chil¬ 
dren. 

Massachusetts  was  the  Cradle  of  our  Davis  line  in 
America;  our  first  immigrants  from  the  Old  W  orld 
settled  there,  and  from  them  came  our  venerable  pa¬ 
triarch,  Benjamin  Davis,  heretofore  mentioned. 

Benjamin  Davis,  son  of  John,  was  born  in  1735, 
on  a  farm  near  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  and  resided 
there  all  his  life,  carrying  on  extensive  agricultural 
operations.  He  was  a  so-called  Puritan  and  adopted 
the  Bible  as  a  guide  to  his  faith  and  practice,  breaking 
away  from  established  ecclesiastical  dogma.  He  was 
five  feet  and  six  inches  tall,  weighed  170  pounds,  had 
blue  eyes,  dark  hair  and  fair  complexion,  a  pleasing 
personality,  and  was  a  leader  in  his  community.  He 
favored  the  Colonists  in  the  struggle  for  independence, 
and,  being  too  old  to  bear  arms,  patriotically  supplied 
the  army  with  the  products  of  his  farm,  freely  and 
without  cost.  In  1770,  he  married  Ruth  Yores  (b. 
1748;  d.  1826),  and  to  them  were  born  three  sons: 
Ancil,  Gardner  and  Shora,  and  two  daughters,  Ruth 
and  Mahitabel.  He  often  boasted  that  he  had  never 
been  ill  during  his  entire  life,  and  went  to  his  reward 
(  1833)  at  the  age  of  98  years. 

Gardner  Davis,  son  of  Benjamin,  first  saw  the 

light  of  day,  in  Massachusetts,  May  31,  1779.  At  ma- 
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turity,  he  became  a  wagon  manufacturer  and  operated 
an  extensive  plant  for  a  number  of  years,  and  then, 
imbued  with  the  pioneer  spirit,  removed  to  Ohio,  in 
1814,  and  located  on  public  land  near  Gustavus,  along 
Pautunian  creek,  a  branch  of  the  Ohio  river.  In  1818, 
he  married  Prudence  Markham  (b.  1788;  d.  1886), 
who  had  come  from  New  York,  and  they  were  blessed 
with  six  children,  Calvin,  Orvilla  Viranda,  Elizabeth 
Ann,  Jarvis  Elliott,  Wilbur  Froman,  and  Benjamin 
Miles.  July  2,  1834,  as  he  was  about  to  emigrate  fur¬ 
ther  West,  he  was  instantly  killed  by  lightning.  His 
widow  immediately  returned  to  New  York,  with  her 
children,  where  they  grew  to  maturity.  These  several 
children  and  their  descendants  are  the  subjects  of  the 
following  chapters,  in  the  Davis  line. 


CHAPTER  III. 


Members  of  the  Clan  who  “Passed”,  without 
Issue  —  Calvin  Davis,  Orvilla  Viranda 
Davis,  and  William  Efner. 

The  following  descendants  of  Gardner  Davis,  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  preceding  chapter,  passed  from  Earth, 
leaving  no  posterity. 

Calvin  Davis  was  born  in  Birkshire County,  Mass., 
June  9,  1820,  and  remained  in  the  body  only  until 
September  10,  1821. 

Orvilla  Viranda  Davis  was  born  in  Birkshire 
County,  Mass.,  August  14,  1822,  and  her  spirit  re¬ 
turned  to  its  Eternal  Home,  at  Gustavus,  Ohio,  Au¬ 
gust  14,  1832. 

Eliza  Ann  Davis  (Efner)  was  born  at  Gustavus, 
Ohio,  in  1824.  She  removed  to  New  York,  in  1834, 
and  there  married  Ezekiel  Efner;  and,  in  1848,  with 
her  family,  removed  to  Wisconsin  and  settled  on  a 
farm  at  Cascade,  where  she  resided  until  she  joined 
the  angels,  in  1878.  She  had  one  child,  William  Ef¬ 
ner  (b.  1 854),  who  went  to  Oregon  in  1876  and  com¬ 
pleted  his  earthly  pilgrimage  at  Union,  December  1, 
1903,  without  issue. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 


Jarvis  Elliott  Davis — Pioneer,  Farmer,  Fur¬ 
rier  and  Treasurer.  Rachel  Ann  Romaine 
(Davis),  his  Wife. 

Jarvis  Elliott  Davis,  son  of  Gardner  Davis,  was 
born  May  21,  1826,  near  Gustavus,  Ohio.  After  his 
father’s  tragic  death,  1834,  he  removed  with  his  fam¬ 
ily  to  New  York  and  set¬ 
tled  on  a  farm  near  York. 
H  e  was  employed  in  a 
pump  factory  from  the 
time  he  was  seventeen  years 
old  until  the  Spring  of 
1847,  when  he  went,  by 
way  of  Buffalo  and  the 
Great  Lakes,  to  Milwau¬ 
kee,  Wisconsin,  thence  to 
West  Bend  and  finally  to 
Barton,  where  he  spent  the 
winter  of  1847-48  in  ex¬ 
ploring  the  surrounding 
country.  Prior  to  that  time,  few  white  men  had  en¬ 
tered  that  section,  and  there  was  an  abundance  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals — otter,  mink,  lynx,  fox  and  bear. 
These  animals  were  hunted  for  their  pelts,  which  were 
cured  and  sent  to  market. 

In  the  Spring  of  1848,  he  selected  a  homesite  of 
eighty  acres,  along  a  branch  of  the  Milwaukee  river, 
about  five  miles  northeast  of  Campbellsport,  and  then 
went  back  to  New  York.  Late  in  1849,  accompanied 
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by  his  mother,  sister,  and  two  brothers,  he  returned 
to  Wisconsin,  via  the  water  route,  landing  at  Sheboy¬ 
gan,  where  they  remained  about  a  year,  during  which 
time  he  assisted  in  building  a  public  road  from  that 
place,  through  Dundee,  to  Madison,  the  Capitol.  This 
road  was  an  important  factor  in  the  early  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  State  and,  when  completed,  he  had  the 
honor  of  driving  the  first  horse-team  and  wagon  over 
its  course. 

In  1850,  a  road  was  opened  from  Dundee,  south, 
to  his  homestead,  whereupon  he  built  a  log  house 
there  for  a  home.  This  structure  was  the  first  building 
in  that  vicinity.  It  was  later  enlarged  and  occupied  by 
his  family  until  1862,  when  they  removed  to  a  new 
frame-dwelling  located  a  few  rods  to  the  north.  His 
first  five  children  were  born  in  the  log  house  and  the 
others  in  the  frame-structure. 

H  is  homestead  was  covered  with  a  heavy  growth  of 
oak,  maple,  ash  and  other  timber  which  had  to  be  re¬ 
moved  to  prepare  the  soil  for  cultivation.  Hickory  and 
hazel  nuts,  wild  grapes,  plums  and  berries  were  indi¬ 
genous  there,  and  deer,  game  birds  and  fish  were  plen¬ 
tiful. 

The  country  was  frequented  by  Chippawa  and  Pot- 
tawottomi  Indians.  He  learned  their  language,  which 
enabled  him  to  converse  and  trade  with  them  for  their 
stocks  of  fur-bearing  pelts.  Finding  this  profitable,  he 
continued  in  the  traffic  for  many  years,  being  associat¬ 
ed  with  A.  H.  Gardner  &  Co.,  of  Milwaukee,  general 
agent  of  the  Northwest  Fur  Co.,  organized  in  1844. 
For  a  time,  prior  to  removing  to  Oregon,  his  son 
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Charles  was  associated  with  him  in  the  fur  business, 
under  the  name  of  “J.  E.  Davis  &  Son.” 

September  18,  1851,  he  married  Rachel  Ann  Ro- 
maine,  (See  Part  II),  and  they  produced  ten  children. 
The  marriage  ceremony  was  performed  by  Harry 
Sears,  a  Baptist  minister. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  he  endeavored  to 
enter  the  Union  army,  but,  owing  to  ill  health,  at  the 
time,  was  unable  to  do  so. 

In  1873,  he  and  his  brother,  Wilbur,  journeyed 
over  the  Pacific  States  and  there  discovered  their  lost 
brother,  Benjamin  Miles  Davis,  who  left  Wisconsin 
in  1859  and  had  been  reported  killed  by  the  Indians. 
He  selected  Union,  Oregon,  for  a  home  in  the  West 
and  then  returned  to  Wisconsin,  sold  his  farm,  and,  in 
1875,  accompanied  by  his  daughter,  Mary,  returned 
to  Union.  His  family  followed  the  next  year  via  the 
Union  Pacific  railroad,  to  Kelton,  Utah,  where  he  met 
them  and,  with  horses  and  covered-wagons,  trans¬ 
ported  them  over  the  sage-brush  wilds  of  Utah  and 
Idaho,  along  the  “Old  Oregon  Trail,”  to  Union, 
where  they  arrived  June  17,  1876,  the  Centennial 
Year.  Their  caravan  consisted  of  five  “Prairie  Schoon¬ 
ers”  and  twenty-one  people,  including  his  own  fam¬ 
ily,  his  mother,  his  brother  Wilbur’s  family,  a  family 
named  Beidelman,  William  Efner  and  Blade  Ashby, 
the  teamster-guide. 

They  arrived  in  Oregon  seventeen  years  after  the 
State  was  admitted  into  the  Union  (1859);  three 
years  after  the  close  of  the  Modoc  Indian  War 
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(1873);  and  seven  years  before  the  first  transconti¬ 
nental  railroad  entered  the  state  (  1883). 

The  Indians  were  friendly  when  they  arrived,  but 
the  next  year,  1877,  the  Nez  Perces  made  war  on  the 
whites,  causing  much  loss  of  life  and  property.  A  com¬ 
pany  of  sharp-shooters  was  organized  at  Union,  rifle- 
pits  dug  around  the  town  and  the  Court  house  forti¬ 
fied  as  a  place  of  refuge,  in  case  of  attack.  U.  S.  sol¬ 
diers  were  called  out  and  the  war  was  soon  ended.  This 
was  the  last  Indian  uprising  in  that  section,  although 
the  Piutes  and  Bannocks  caused  some  disturbance,  in 
other  parts,  the  following  year  (1878). 

Those  were  “Covered-Wagon  days.”  Stage  coaches, 
with  four  and  six  horses,  carried  mail,  express  and 
passengers,  from  the  Coast  through  to  a  connection 
with  the  railroad  from  the  East,  changing  horses 
every  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  and  travelling  about  150 
miles  a  day.  Freight  was  moved  from  Umatilla  Land¬ 
ing  on  the  Columbia  river  into  the  inland  country,  by 
trains  of  two  and  three  heavy  covered-wagons,  drawn 
by  six  or  more  horses  and  mules,  directed  by  jerk-line, 
black-snake  and  strong  language,  negotiating  about 
fifteen  miles  a  day.  And  a  constant  stream  of  immi¬ 
grants,  in  their  own  covered-vehicles,  wended  its  way 
Westward.  All  this  primitive  activity  ended  with  the 
advent  of  the  Iron-horse. 

Jarvis  E.  Davis  was  an  authority  on  furs;  a  Repub¬ 
lican  in  politics;  served  several  terms  as  City  Treas¬ 
urer  of  Union;  and,  in  Wisconsin,  was  a  member  of 
the  United  Brethren  church. 

He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Fountain  Lodge  No.  26, 
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A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  at  Fond  du  Lac,  Wisconsin,  and,  in 
Oregon,  affiliated  with  G.  R.  V.  Lodge  No.  56,  at 
Union.  He  was  strictly  temperate,  allowing  no  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors  on  his  premises;  playing  cards  were 
taboo,  and  he  tolerated  no  profanity  or  vulgarity. 

He  laid  down  the  working-tools  of  Life,  March 
30,  1885.  In  its  next  issue,  April  4,  1885,  the  Moun¬ 
tain  Sentinel  contained  the  following: 

It  was  with  a  feeling  of  profound  sorrow  our  citizens 
learned  that  J.  E.  Davis  had  departed  this  life,  at  his 
residence  in  North  Union,  as  he  was  a  gentleman  of 
sterling  integrity,  honest  and  upright,  in  all  his  actions. 
For  thirty  years,  Mr.  Davis  had  been  engaged  in  the  fur 
business  and  was  known  as  an  expert  furrier.  *  *  *  The 
funeral  took  place  Wednesday  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Masonic  Fraternity,  the  procession  being  led  by  the  Cor¬ 
net  Band.  Services  were  held  at  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  by  Rev.  Anderson;  and  another  citizen  buried 
with  Masonic  honors,  amid  the  largest  concourse  of  peo¬ 
ple  we  have  yet  seen  paying  their  last  respects  at  the 
grave  of  a  Union  citizen. 

Rachel  Ann  Romaine 

Rachel  Ann  Romaine  (Davis)  was  born,  June  10, 
1831,  at  Paterson,  N.  J.,  being  one  of  a  family  of 
eight  children  (See  Part  II).  She  attended  school 
in  New  Jersey  and  Wisconsin;  removed  to  Wis¬ 
consin,  in  1849,  and  to  Oregon,  in  1876.  Septem¬ 
ber  18,  1851,  she  married  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis,  as 
heretofore  stated.  She  was  a  brunette,  five  feet  two 
inches  in  height,  weighed  140  pounds,  had  blue  eyes, 
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and  most  wonderful,  dark,  wavy  hair*  was  fond  of  lit¬ 
erature;  devoted  to  her  home;  member  of  the 

United  Brethren  church, 
in  Wisconsin;  attendant  of 
the  M.  E.  Church  in  Ore¬ 
gon;  and  a  devoted  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Order  of  the 
Eastern  Star.  She  entered 
the  Eternal  Realm,  No¬ 
vember  15,  1898;  and  her 
remains  were  laid  in  the 
Union  Cemetery.  In  com¬ 
menting  on  her  demise, 
the  Oregon  Scout ,  a  local 
newspaper,  said: 

*  *  *  She  had  been  a  resident  of  Union  for  the  past 
twenty-three  years  and  had  won  for  herself  the  highest 
respect  and  honor  of  all  who  knew  her.  One  by  one  the 
pioneers  of  the  State  are  being  called  away  to  another 
world,  and  arising  generation  is  taking  their  places;  but 
their  memories  will  always  be  revered  and  respected; 
and  the  perils  they  went  through  in  blazing  the  trail  for 
the  advance  of  civilization  will  live  in  the  chronicles  of 
history,  for  all  future  time.

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CHAPTER  V . 


Mary  Viranda  Davis  (Mallory) — Teacher, 
Artist,  Orchardist.  Cassius  M.  Mallory — 
Pharmacist,  H  US  BAN  DM  AN.  RACHEL  MAUD 
Mallory  Howell — Professor  of  English. 


Alary  Viranda  Davis  (  Mallory ),  daughter  of  Jarvis 
Elliott  Davis,  was  horn  in  Wisconsin,  October  14, 
1  853;  removed  to  Union,  Oregon,  in  1875;  to  Hepp- 

ner,  in  1881;  and  to  Reed- 
ley,  California,  in  1891. 
She  completed  her  educa¬ 
tion  in  the  State  Normal 
School  of  Wisconsin,  and 
began  teaching  at  the  age 
of  sixteen  years,  and  con¬ 
tinued  until  1881.  Septem¬ 
ber  14,  1881,  she  married 
Cassius  Marcus  Mallory, 
by  whom  she  was  the 
mother  of  live  daughters, 
Lottie,  Rachel  Maud,  Bes¬ 
sie,  Lena  and  Louida,  and 
one  son,  Rufus,  of  whom  only  one,  Rachel  Maud,  sur¬ 
vived  infancy. 

On  removing  to  California,  1891,  the  family  pur¬ 
chased  a  40-acre  tract  of  land,  about  one  mile  south 
of  Reedley,  and  developed  the  same  into  a  commercial 
vineyard  and  orchard — producing  raisins,  peaches,  or¬ 
anges,  lemons  and  figs.  The  place  was  beautified  with 
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many  flowers  and  palms,  and  was  given  the  name  of 
“Floradale.”  This  was  her  dwelling  place  until  the 
Angels  sang  her  to  rest.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church,  at  Union,  and  the  M.  E.  church,  at 
Heppner  and  Reedley,  and  of  the  Order  of  the  East¬ 
ern  Star,  at  Reedley.  She  took  an  active  interest  in 
public  affairs  and  was,  one  time,  president  of  Reedley 
Study  and  Civic  Club;  was  a  lover  of  music  and  art, 
and  did  landscape  painting  in  oil.  She  entered  the 
Realm  of  Light,  August  20,  1932,  and  her  earthly  re¬ 
mains  were  left  in  the  cemetery  at  Reedley. 

The  Reedley  Exponent ,  of  August  26,  1932,  said 
of  her: 

She  identified  herself  with  Christian  workers  *  *  * 
and  was  one  of  those  who  founded  the  Methodist  church 
of  Reedley.  She  was  a  beautiful  Christian  character 
whose  life  was  a  daily  reflection  of  that  spiritual  guidance 
which  seemed  to  dominate  her  conduct  *  *  *  never  speak¬ 
ing  unkindly  of  those  whose  opinions  differed  with  those 
she  entertained  *  *  *  and,  in  all  her  activities,  reflected 
interest  in  those  things  which  would  be  helpful  to  indi¬ 
viduals  and  beneficial  to  the  community. 

Cassius  Marcus  Mallory 

Cassius  Marcus  Mallory,  husband  of  Mary  V. 
(Davis)  Mallory,  was  born  Oct.  18,  1851,  at  Green¬ 
wood,  N.  Y. ;  removed  to  East  Sharon,  Penn.,  1864; 
to  Salem,  Oregon,  1868;  to  Heppner,  Oregon,  1878, 
and  to  Reedley,  Calif.,  1891.  He  graduated  in  phar¬ 
macy  at  Salem,  and  then  established  a  drug  store  at 
Heppner,  and  conducted  the  same  until  he  removed  to 
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the  “Golden  State.”  In  California,  he  cultivated  a 
fruit  farm,  producing  raisins,  peaches,  oranges,  olives 
and  other  semi-tropical  fruits.  He  was  a  devoted  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  M.  E.  church.  His  labors  were  terminated, 
October  3,  1900,  and  his  remains  were  laid  away  in 
Riverside  Cemetery,  near  his  home.  His  father,  Au¬ 
gustus  Mallory,  was  born  Jan.  6,  1819,  at  Coventry, 
N.  Y.  ;  removed  to  Oregon  in  1868,  and  died  in  1908. 
H  is  mother,  Mary  Jane  (Burrows)  Mallory,  was  born 
at  Wellsville,  N.  Y.,  Aug.  16,  1825,  removed  to  Ore¬ 
gon,  in  1868,  and  “passed  on,”  in  1902.  H  is  uncle, 
Rufus  Mallory,  was  a  distinguished  lawyer  of  Port¬ 
land  and  represented  Oregon  in  Congress,  from  Mar. 
3,  1867,  to  Mar.  4,  1869. 

Rachel  Maud  Mallory 

Rachel  Maud  Mallory  (Howell),  daughter  of 
Cassius  M.  and  Mary  V.  (Davis)  Mallory,  was  born 
May  23,  1884,  at  Heppner,  Oregon,  where  she  resid¬ 
ed  until  1881,  when  she  removed,  with  her  parents, 
to  Reedley,  California.  She  graduated  from  Reedley 
High  school,  June,  1902,  and  from  Whitman  Col¬ 
lege,  at  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  with  Bachelor  of  Let¬ 
ters  (B.L.)  degree,  June,  1908.  She  has  been  the 
“Leader”  of  the  Reedley  M.  E.  church  choir,  since 
1908;  was  a  private  instructor  of  music  from  1914  to 
1920;  a  teacher  of  Music  and  English,  in  Reedley 
High  school,  from  1921  to  1928;  and  has  since  been 
professor  of  English  in  Reedley  Junior  College.  She 
is  a  member  of  Reedley  Chapter  No.  257,  Order  of

the  Eastern  Star,  and  served  as  its  Worthy  Matron. 
In  1927,  she  toured  England,  France,  Germany  and 

Italy. 

November  8,  1910,  she  was  married  to  Dr.  Charles 
Franklin  Howell,  and  to  them  was  born  Charles 
Franklin  Howell  (Jr.).  Her  husband,  Dr.  Howell, 
was  a  son  of  Wilbur  and  Bina  (Hattern)  Howell,  and 
was  born  at  Teluride,  Colorado,  May  25,  1884.  He 
was  a  graduate  Doctor  of  Optometry,  and  practiced 
at  Reedley.  He  joined  the  Great  Majority,  September 
11,  1913.  Her  son,  Charles  Franklin  Howell, 
was  born  at  Reedley,  August  25,  1911;  graduated 
from  Reedley  High  school,  June,  1928,  and  complet¬ 
ed  his  education  at  the  University  of  California,  in 
1933.  He  was  an  active  worker  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at 
Reedley;  member  of  several  college  fraternities,  at 
Berkeley;  and,  in  1932,  was  assistant  editor  of  the 
Daily  Californian ,  a  campus  newspaper.  After  leav¬ 
ing  the  University  and  while  planning  a  business  ca¬ 
reer,  he  was  fatally  injured  in  an  automobile  accident, 
and,  March  14,  1935,  passed  to  the  Land  of  his 
Fathers. 

Rachel  Maud  Howell  now  owns  and  manages 
“Floradale”  farm,  at  Reedley,  California,  where  she 
resides. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


Charles  Elliott  Davis — Farmer,  Furrier,  Post¬ 
master  and  Mayor.  Virginia  E.  Benson 
(Davis),  his  Wife.  Their  Three  Sons. 


Charles  Elliott  Davis,  son  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis, 
was  born  in  Wisconsin,  Sept.  18,  1855;  removed  to 
Union,  Oregon,  1876,  and  to  Oakland,  California, 

=s==^=,  1921.  He  attended  school 

in  Wisconsin,  and  was  there 
associated  with  his  father 
in  dealing  in  and  exporting 
furs,  under  the  name  of  “J. 
E.  Davis  &  Son.”  In  Ore¬ 
gon,  he  served  as  a  deputy, 
under  Sheriffs  R.  J.  Rog¬ 
ers  and  S.  O.  Swackhamer, 
1876-77; and  was  appoint¬ 
ed  postmaster  at  Union, 
July  9,  1882,  and  served 
one  term.  In  1877,  he  pur¬ 
chased  80  acres  of  land  ad¬ 
jacent  to  Union  and  farmed  same  until  it  was  appropri¬ 
ated  by  the  State  and  used  for  the  Eastern  Oregon 
Experimental  Station.  In  1890,  he  and  his  brothers, 
E.  W.  Davis,  A.  B.  Davis  and  Josiah  Wright,  organ¬ 
ized  the  firm  of  Wright  &  Davis  Brothers,  which  car¬ 
ried  on  a  merchandising  and  flour-mill  business  for 
several  years  at  Union.  On  the  dissolution  of  this  firm, 
he  and  his  brothers,  as  “Davis  Brothers,”  continued 
34 
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the  mill-business  until  1902.  They  also  owned  and 
operated  a  1000-acre  ranch,  near  North  Powder,  Ore¬ 
gon,  called  “Mountain  View  Farm.” 

He  was  elected  Mayor  of  Union,  Dec.  1 ,  1913,  and 
re-elected  several  times;  and  was  a  director  of  the 
First  National  Bank  of  Union  a  number  of  years.  He 
was  a  Mason,  having  been  “Raised”  March  17,  1883, 
in  G.  R.  V.  Lodge  No.  56,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.;  “Exalt¬ 
ed,”  March  26,  1889,  in  G.  R.  V.  Chapter  No.  20, 
R.  A.  M. ;  “Greeted,”  1898,  in  Union  Council  No. 
5,  R.  &  S.  M.,  at  Union;  “Assumed  the  Vows,”  1912, 
in  Eastern  Oregon  Commandry  No.  6,  at  La  Grande; 
and  “Created  a  Noble,”  1915,  in  A1  Kader  Temple,  at 
Portland.  He  served  as  Worshipful  Master  of  the 
Lodge,  and  H.  P.  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and 
was  a  charter  member  of  G.  R.  V.  Chapter  No.  49,

October  3  1,  1888,  he  married  Virginia  Tdizabeth 
Benson,  at  Union,  Oregon,  and  they  were  blessed  with 
three  sons,  Kenneth  Alton,  Charles  Elwyn  and  Rich¬ 
ard  Benson. 

He  was  visited  by  the  “Black  Campbell,”  March 
5,  1931,  and  his  earthly  form  deposited  in  a  crypt  in 
the  mausoleum  of  Mountain  View  Cemetery,  at  Oak¬ 
land,  California. 

Virginia  Elizabeth  Benson 

Virginia  Elizabeth  Benson  (Davis)  was  born  in 
Union,  Oregon,  October  3  1,  1864,  and  completed  her 
education  in  the  schools  of  that  city.  October  31, 
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1888,  she  married  Charles  Elliott  Davis  and  became 
the  mother  of  three  sons,  as  above  stated.  She  was  a 
member  of  the  First  Presbyterian  church  at  Union, 
and  a  charter  member  of  G.  R.  V.  Chapter  No.  49, 
O.  E.  S.,  instituted  in  1897,  and  its  Worthy  Matron 
in  1898.  With  her  family,  she  removed  to  Oakland, 
California,  in  1921,  where  she  still  resides.  Her  fath¬ 
er,  David  R.  Benson,  was  born  in  Maryland,  Novem¬ 
ber  2,  1820,  and  removed  to  Union,  Oregon,  in  1863, 
where  he  became  prominent  in  the  livestock  business, 
and,  one-time,  represented  Union  County  in  the  Ore¬ 
gon  legislature.  His  “Last  Roundup”  occurred  at 
Union,  October  7,  1877.  Her  mother,  Margaret  Ann 
Benson,  was  born  in  Virginia,  May  9,  1830,  and  was 
one  of  the  first  white  women  to  locate  in  Union  Coun¬ 
ty.  She  departed  this  life,  December  11,  1911. 

Virginia  E.  Davis  resides  at  1314  Hampel  Street, 
Oakland,  California.

Kenneth  Alton  Davis  was  born  at  Union,  Ore¬ 
gon,  February  3,  1890,  graduated  from  Union  High 
school,  1909,  and  from  Oakland  Pollytechnic  Col¬ 
lege,  with  Mechanical  Engineer  ( M.E. )  degree,  in 

1911.  He  established  himself  in  Oakland,  California, 

1912,  and  was  superintendent  of  the  Gnu  Copy-Hold¬ 
er  Co.,  from  1 9 1 2  to  1917.  In  1 9 1 7,  he  organized  the 
K.  A.  Davis  Manufacturing  Co.,  of  Oakland,  and  has 
since  been  its  general  manager.  June  2,  1915,  he  mar- 
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ried  Elfreda  B.  Fendt  (b.  Aug.  14,  1894),  daughter 
of  Adolph  George  and  Ernestine  Pauline  Fendt,  and 
to  them  were  born:  Elwood  A.,  April  8,  1916;  Dor¬ 
othy  L.,  Oct.  31,  1917;  Virginia  E.,  Mar.  11,  1919; 
and  Catherine  L.,  June  15,  1924.  Elwood  and  Dor¬ 
othy  graduated  from  Oakland  High  school,  Jan.  25, 
1935.  Address:  1558  Vista  St.,  Oakland,  Calif. 

Charles  Elwyn  Davis  was  born  at  Union,  Ore¬ 
gon,  May  22,  1894,  and  has  resided  at  Union,  North 
Powder  and  Portland,  in  Oregon,  and  Reedley  and 
Oakland,  in  California.  He  graduated  from  Union 
High  school,  1913,  and  from  Oregon  State  College, 
1916,  with  Bachelor  of  Science  (B.S.)  degree.  He  is 
a  Past  Master  of  G.  R.  V.  Lodge  No.  56  Ancient  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  and  a  member  of  Chapter  No. 
20,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  at  Union.  He  is  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Elks  and  American  Legion.  He  enlisted  for 
the  World  War,  May  29,  1918,  at  the  Precidio,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  in  Co.  M,  63rd  Reg.  Inf.;  was  stationed  at 
Camp  Meade,  N.  Y. ;  held  the  office  of  Sergeant,  and 
was  discharged  May  14,  1919,  at  Camp  Lewis,  Wash. 
He  and  his  brother,  Richard  Benson  Davis,  own  and 
control  several  thousand  acres  of  land  in  Union  Coun¬ 
ty,  where  they  carry  on  an  extensive  live-stock  busi¬ 
ness,  under  the  name  of  Davis  Cattle  Company.  Ad¬ 
dress:  Union,  Oregon. 

Richard  Benson  Davis  was  born  at  Union,  Ore¬ 
gon,  March  22,  1901;  removed  to  California,  1920; 
and  back  to  Oregon,  1929.  He  graduated  from  Union 
High  school,  May,  1920,  and  from  University  of  Cal- 
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ifornia,  at  Berkeley,  December,  1928,  with  Bachelor 
of  Science  (B.S.)  degree.  He  is  a  member  of  Tau 
Kappa  Epsilon,  Phi  Phi,  Iota  Sigma,  Golden  Star, 
and  Winged  Helmet ;  and,  in  1928,  was  editor  of  the 
Daily  California?! ,  a  campus  publication.  He  was  a 
passenger  on  the  S.  S.  Alaska,  when  wrecked  on  Blunts 
Reef,  off  the  California  Coast,  in  August,  1921,  and 
was  in  the  water  for  some  time  before  being  rescued. 
He  and  his  brother,  Charles  E.  Davis,  successfully  op¬ 
erate  a  large  cattle  ranch,  in  Union  County,  under  the 
name  Davis  Cattle  Company. 


CHAPTER  VII. 


Three  Offspring  of  Jarvis  E.  Davis  who 
“Passed”  in  Infancy — Gardner,  Franklin 
and  Lottie. 

Three  children  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis  and  Rachel 
Ann  Romaine  Davis  passed  over  the  “Invisible  Di¬ 
vide”  in  infancy,  namely: 

Gardner  Davis  was  born  in  Wisconsin,  January 
1  1,  1858;  his  spirit  took  flight,  February  2,  1864; 
and  his  body  was  deposited  in  New  Prospect  Ceme¬ 
tery,  in  his  native  State. 

Franklin  Davis  was  born  in  Wisconsin,  March 
1  1,  1860;  passed  to  the  Future  Life,  November  7,  the 
same  year;  and  his  remains  were  interred  in  New 
Prospect  Cemetery. 

Lottie  Rachel  Davis  was  born  in  Wisconsin, 
April  13,  1875;  removed  to  Union,  Oregon,  with  her 
parents,  in  1876;  translated  to  the  Land  of  Eternal 
Light,  July  20,  1878;  and  her  tender  form  laid  be¬ 
neath  the  flowers  of  the  valley,  in  Union  Cemetery. 
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Edward  Wilbur  Davis — Merchant,  Mayor,  U. 
S.  Official,  High  Mason.  Adelia  Welsh 
(Davis),  his  Wife,  and  their  Three  Chil¬ 
dren. 

Edward  Wilbur  Davis,  son  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis, 
was  born  in  Wisconsin,  Nov.  22,  1861;  removed  to 
Union,  Oregon,  1876,  and  to  Reedley,  California,. 

1909.  He  completed  high 
school  at  Union;  followed 
salesmanship  several  years, 
and  then  engaged  in  farm¬ 
ing,  milling  and  merchan¬ 
dising.  He  and  his  broth¬ 
ers,  Charles  E.  and  Alonzo 
B.,  as  Davis  Brothers,  op¬ 
erated  a  thousand-acre 
ranch,  known  as  “Moun¬ 
tain  View  Farm/’  near 
North  Powder,  Oregon, 
edward  w.  davis  and,  in  1890,  built  a  flour 

mill,  at  Union,  called 
^Oregon  Roller  Mills.”  This  firm  was,  for  a  number 
of  years,  associated  with  Josiah  Wright,  as  “ Wright 
&  Davis  Brothers.”  in  the  milling  and  merchandising 
business.  After  the  dissolution  of  the  larger  firm, 
Davis  Brothers  continued  as  formerly.  The  mill  was 
sold  in  1902,  and  he  disposed  of  his  interest  in  the 
firm  in  1909. 
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He  was  Mayor  of  Union  from  1889  to  1903; 
Chairman  of  the  Union  County  Republican  Central 
Committee  in  1902,  and  was  one-time  a  candidate  for 
the  office  of  Sheriff.  In  August,  1903,  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  appointed  him  Register  of  the 
U.  S.  Land  Office,  at  La  Grande,  which  trust  he  ad¬ 
ministered  for  four  years.

Adelia  Welsh  (Davis),  daughter  of  Ephram  Welsh 
and  Elizabeth  Walker  (Welsh),  was  born  at  Lone 
Tree,  Iowa,  July  4,  1864;  removed  to  Oregon  in 
1880,  and  completed  her  high  school  education  at 
Union,  in  1  882.  She  was  married  to  Edward  W.  Davis 
in  1883,  and  was  the  mother  of  three  children,  as 
heretofore  stated.

Alonzo  Benjamin  Davis,  son  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis, 
was  born  in  Wisconsin,  October  2,  1863;  removed  to 
Union,  Oregon,  1876;  finished  High  school,  1881; 

and  thereafter  engaged  in 
farming  and  stock  raising. 

He  was  associated  with 
his  brothers,  Charles  E. 
and  Edward  W.,  as  “Davis 
Brothers”,  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  and  operation  of 
“ Mountain  View  Farm,”  a 
thousand-acre  ranch,  near 
North  Powder,  Oregon. 
The  firm  built  a  flour-mill 
at  Union  and,  for  several 
years,  were  associated  with 
Josiah  Wright,  a  merchant,

as  “W right  &  Davis  Brothers”,  in  the  milling  and 
mercantile  business.  On  the  dissolution  of  the  latter 
firm,  the  brothers  continued  to  operate  the  ranch  and 
mill.  They  sold  the  mill  in  1902;  and  in  1909,  he  and 
his  brother  Charles  bought  the  interest  of  E.  W.  Davis, 
and  continued  the  partnership  until  1920,  when  the 
firm  was  dissolved  and  the  property  divided.  There¬ 
after,  he  actively  managed  his  moiety  until  he  retired 
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in  1930.  He  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  successful 
farmers  and  stockmen  in  the  country.

Lewis  Jay  Davis — Printer,  Editor,  Lawyer, 
Mayor,  Author,  32  -Mason.  Ada  Wood 
(Davis),  his  Wife.  Their  Five  Children. 

Lewis  Jay  Davis,  son  of  Jarvis  Elliott  Davis,  was 
born  in  Fond  du  Lac  County,  Wisconsin,  August  5, 
1865;  removed  to  Union,  Oregon,  in  1876;  to  Den¬ 
ver,  Colorado,  in  June,  1889,  back  to  Union,  in  De¬ 
cember  of  that  year;  and  finally  to  Portland,  in  1910. 

He  finished  High  school  at  Union,  in  1881,  and, 
June  20,  1889,  graduated  ,  with  Bachelor  of  Arts 
(A.B.)  degree,  from  the  University  of  Oregon.  June 
16,  1893,  the  University  gave  him  his  Master  of  Arts 
(A.M.)  degree.  He  has  also  received  the  meaningless 
Doctor  of  Laws  (L.L.D.)  degree. 

In  1879,  he  started  to  work  as  a  printer,  setting  type 
by  hand,  in  the  office  of  the  late  Mountain  Sentinel , 
one  of  the  earliest  newspapers  in  Eastern  Oregon.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  “racing  season”  of  1883,  he  and  J.  E.  Jeffreys 
issued  the  Daily  Sentinel ,  the  first  daily  published  in 
Union  County.  In  1887,  he  was  editor  of  the  Laurean 
Society’s  “University  News,”  published  in  the  late 
Oregon  State  Journal ,  at  Eugene;  and,  in  1890,  pur¬ 
chased  the  Eastern  Oregon  Republican ,  a  newspaper 
published  weekly  at  Union,  which  he  edited  until 
March  7,  1903;  during  which  time  he  was  a  corre¬ 
spondent  of  the  Associated  Press. 

On  the  Fair  Grounds  at  Union,  1879;  Baker,  1880, 
and  La  Grande,  1882,  he  operated  confectionery 
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stands;  and  during  his  summer  vacations,  from  1881 
to  1886,  solicited  orders  for  “Subscription  Books. ” 

During  his  junior  year  at  the  University  he  con¬ 
ducted  a  general  agency  for  Law,  King  &  Law,  book 
publishers  of  Chicago,  which  firm,  in  July,  1889, 
placed  him  and  J.  R.  Greenfield,  a  college  associate, 
in  charge  of  its  branch  house  at  Denver,  Colorado, 
which  remained  under  his  personal  management  until 
the  end  of  that  year. 

H  e  was  a  member  of  the  Laurean  Society  at  Eu¬ 
gene,  and  served  as  its  treasurer,  1884,  vice-president, 
1885,  librarian,  1886,  editor,  1887,  and  president, 
1888. 

In  1882,  he  won  a  “gold  prize”  for  a  speech  on 
“Future  America”,  and,  on  graduating  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  was  given  “class  honors”  for  scholarship  and 
delivered  the  Valedictory,  and  an  oration  on  “Individ¬ 
uality.” 

H  e  is  a  Republican  and  voted  for  Harrison,  Mc¬ 
Kinley,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  Taft,  Hughes,  Harding, 
Coolidge  and  Hoover.  In  1888,  he  assisted  in  organ¬ 
izing  a  Republican  club  and  campaigned  for  the  presi¬ 
dential  ticket.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Republican 
State  convention  and  to  the  State  League  of  Republi¬ 
can  clubs,  in  1890;  secretary  and  treasurer  of  Union 
County  Central  committee  from  1892  to  1894;  pre¬ 
cinct  Committeeman,  in  1892;  and  delegate  to  the 
Republican  County  Conventions,  in  1902  and  1904. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Oregon  bar,  at  Salem,  in 
June,  1896,  since  which  time  he  has  practiced  law  as 
a  profession.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  U.  S. 
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Land  Office,  1907;  U.  S.  District  Court,  1918;  and 
Department  of  the  Interior,  1919;  was  attorney  for 
Oregon  State  Land  Board,  in  Union  County,  1897  to 
1910,  and  City  Attorney  of  Union,  1910;  and  was  a 
member  of  the  Oregon  Bar  Association,  1907  to  1935, 
and  thereafter  has  been  an  “active”  member  of  the 
“Oregon  State  Bar.” 

In  1908,  he  was  a  candidate  for  judge  of  the  10th 
Judicial  District,  concerning  which  the  Oregon  Scout , 
in  its  issue  of  March  14,  1908,  said: 

L.  J.  Davis,  candidate  for  circuit  judge  on  the  republi¬ 
can  ticket  *  *  *  received  his  Bachelor  and  Master  de¬ 
grees  at  the  University  of  Oregon,  where  he  graduated 
with  highest  honors.  He  was  admitted  to  practice  in  1896 
and,  for  the  past  twelve  years,  has  followed  his  profes¬ 
sion  with  marked  success.  He  was  Court  Commissioner, 
under  Judge  Bellinger,  for  two  terms,  and,  since  1897, 
has  been  attorney  for  the  State  Land  Board,  during  which 
period  he  has  handled  several  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  Board  besides  a  vast  amount  of  legal  business, 
without  loss  to  the  State  of  one  cent.  For  three  successive 
terms  he  was  Mayor  of  Union  and  administered  the  city’s 
affairs  with  pronounced  success.  He  is  a  conscientious, 
energetic  worker,  of  good  character  and  exemplary  hab¬ 
its,  and  has  an  excellent  record  as  an  attorney. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  Co.  C,  2nd  Reg.  1st 
Brigade,  Oregon  National  Guards,  at  Eugene,  and 
served  until  July  17,  1888;  school  director,  at  Union, 
from  1890  to  1893;  U.  S.  Commissioner  for  Oregon, 
from  1897  to  1905;  Mayor  of  Union,  three  terms, 
1904-5-6;  a  volunteer  in  the  Union  Fire  Department, 
1890  to  1898,  and  its  president  in  1895. 
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At  Union,  he  was  one  of  the  promoters  of  the  Union 
Woolen  Mills;  secretary  of  Union  Telephone  Co.  that 
huilt  the  first  telephone  exchange  in  Eastern  Oregon; 
organized  the  Eastern  Oregon  Promotion  &  Develop¬ 
ment  Co.,  to  introduce  the  beet-sugar  industry;  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  committee  that  secured  the  State  Experi¬ 
mental  Station  at  Union;  member  of  Oregon  Press  As¬ 
sociation,  1890  to  1903;  secretary  of  Union  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  1892  to  1893;  first  president  of  Union 
High  School  Alumni  Association,  1898;  member  of 
Blue  Mountain  Lodge  No.  28,  K.  of  P.,  1  89  1  to  1  893; 
vice-president  of  Citizens’  League,  1901  ;  secretary  of 
Pinion  Development  League,  1905;  president  of 
Union  Commercial  Club,  1908-9;  and  director  of  the 
LTnion  National  Bank,  1908  to  1911.

1848,  and  to  Union,  Ore¬ 
gon,  in  1876.  In  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  he  settled  on  an  80- 
acre  tract  of  land  in  Fond 
du  Lac  County,  which  he 
tilled  and  also  carried  on 
a  sewing  machine  agency. 
During  1861  and  1862,  he 
prospected  for  gold  in  Col¬ 
orado  and  New  Mexico.

saw-mill  near  Union  and  a  quartz-mill  at  Cornu¬ 
copia.  In  the  Nez  Perce  Indian  War  of  1877,  he 
served  as  a  Volunteer  Scout,  in  Eastern  Oregon. 

H  e  was  an  affiliate  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.;  a  member 
of  the  first  City  Council  and  one  of  the  early  mayors  of 
Union.  In  1863,  he  married  Francelia  Bramon,  and 
to  them  were  born  three  children,  Marion  Francis, 
Emma  and  Wilbur  Bramon.

CHAPTER  XIV . 


Benjamin  Miles  Davis — Adventurer,  Indian 
Fighter,  Judge  and  Mayor.  Caroline  E. 
Rheue  (Davis),  his  Wife.  Their  Three 
Children. 

Benjamin  Miles  Davis,  son  of  Gardner  Davis,  was 
born  in  Ohio,  June  17,  1834;  removed  to  New  York, 
1834,  and  to  Wisconsin,  1849.  In  1850,  he  returned 
to  New  York,  served  an  apprenticeship  and  became  a 
skilled  metal-worker.  Upon  his  return  to  Wisconsin, 
he  was  employed  in  the  shipyard  at  Manitowoc,  after 
which  he  erected  a  furniture  factory  at  Two-Rivers, 
and  then  went  to  Chicago,  where  he  superintended  the 
construction  of  ten  grain  elevators  for  Sturgis,  Buck- 
lin  &  Co.,  after  which  he  was  Master  Mechanic  of 
Angelina  (now  N.  W.)  railroad,  until  1857,  when  he 
resigned  to  build  a  gas  plant  at  Elwood,  Illinois. 

In  1859,  he  and  George  and  Lewis  Hutchins  as¬ 
sembled  three  covered-wagons  and  six  yoke  of  oxen 
and  joined  the  great  westward  movement  across  the 
Plains.  Others  joined  them  and,  before  they  reached 
the  Rocky  Mountains  their  caravan  numbered  seventy 
wagons  and  250  people.  Near  Twin  Falls,  Idaho,  they 
separated,  one  part  going,  by  way  of  Bruneau  and 
Humboldt  rivers,  to  California,  the  other,  along  Snake 
River  and  “Oregon  Trail”  to  Oregon.  He  went  with 
the  latter  group.  It  took  them  six  months  to  make  the 
trip.  There  was  no  settlement  in  Grande  Ronde  valley 
at  that  time.  He  stopped  at  Fort  Walla  Walla,  a  short 

time,  and  then  went  on  to  Portland,  and  later  to  San 
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Francisco.  He  soon  returned  to  Portland  where  he  was 
engaged  to  superintend  government  work  at  Fort 
Vancouver.  He  was  later  transferred  to  Fort  Walla 
Walla  and  commissioned  “Foreman  of  Shops”  of  the 
Quartermaster’s  Department.  While  there,  he  “grub¬ 
staked”  Capt.  Pierce,  who  first  discovered  gold  in  Ida¬ 
ho,  and  founded  Pierce  City.  Pierce  “located”  him  on 
the  “second  claim  up  the  gulch.”  He  neglected  to  do 
his  assessment  work  and  the  claim  was  “jumped”  by  a 
prospector  who  cleaned  up  $40,000  in  gold,  in  a  few 
weeks. 

When  Florence,  Montana,  was  founded,  in  1863, 
he  went  there  with  the  “Gold  Rush,”  established  an 
iron-working  plant  and  remained  until  spring,  then 
went  to  Idaho  City,  another  mining  boom-town, 
stayed  a  short  time  and  then  removed  to  Boise;  but  a 
“rich-strike”  being  reported  at  Silver  City,  thence  he 
journeyed,  established  a  plant  and  remained  fifteen 
years,  and,  finally,  in  1880,  settled  at  Bellevue,  Idaho. 

He  was  a  noted  Scout  and  Indian  fighter,  and  took 
an  active  part  in  the  War  with  the  Piutes,  which  raged 
for  sixteen  years.  In  1869,  he  was  Captain  of  a  Com¬ 
pany  of  Volunteers  and,  in  1873,  was  commissioned 
First  Lieutenant  of  Co.  C,  Idaho  Vols.,  which  com¬ 
mand  he  held  until  the  close  of  the  war.  “On  one  of 
our  scouting  adventures,”  he  told  the  writer  with  ap¬ 
parent  pride,  “we  got  forty-six  of  the  Redskins.” 

At  Silver  City,  he  served  one  term  as  Deputy  Sher¬ 
iff,  and  one  term  as  Probate  Judge;  and,  at  Bellevue, 
eight  years  on  the  City  Council  and  five  terms  as 
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Mayor.  He  was  a  Knight  Templar  Mason  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 

In  1864,  he  married  Caroline  Elizabeth  Rheue, 
and  to  them  were  born:  Albert  Lee,  Frederick  Charles 
and  Charlotte.  He  fought  his  Last  Battle,  at  Bellevue, 
December  6,  1916.  After  his  demise,  the  family  re¬ 
moved  to  California.

An  Appreciation 

It  must  be  very  gratifying  to  every  one,  in  whose 
veins  flows  the  blood  of  our  Romaine  ancestors,  to 
know  that,  throughout  the  generations,  no  one  of  the 
clan  has  brought  anything  but  honor  to  that  fair  name, 
“Romaine”.  The  Romaines  have  ever  been  uniformly 
industrious,  upright  and  honorable;  not  often  brilliant 
and  outstanding,  perhaps,  as  judged  by  the  World,  but 
always  of  the  substantial,  the  real,  the  genuine.  A 
heritage  of  which  we  all  may  be  justly  proud. 


CHAPTER  I. 


Our  Romaine  Ancestry,  in  Europe.  Origin  of 
the  Name  “Romaine”,  and  its  Various 
Forms. 

Our  first  American  ancestor,  in  the  Romaine  line, 
came  to  this  country  from  the  Netherlands,  or  Hol¬ 
land,  as  it  is  commonly  called.  His  name  was  Ralph 
Romaine,  and  he  was  of  the  sturdy  Dutch  stock,  a 
mixture  of  Celtic  (Irish),  Roman  (Galic)  and  Teu¬ 
tonic  (German)  races.  He  located  in  New  Jersey,  and 
his  descendants  were  for  many  years  often  referred  to 
as  “Jersey  Dutch. ” 

The  name  “Romaine”  appears  in  various  forms,  as 
follows:  Romans,  Romanes,  Romeyn,  Romayne,  Ro- 
mane  and  Romaine,  all  of  which,  it  is  believed,  orig¬ 
inated  in  the  common  name  “Roman.” 

Webster  says  the  word  “Romane”  is  equivalent  to 
“Romance,”  a  word  defined  as  pertaining  to  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  Medieval  times,  which  succeeded  the  Roman 
Empire;  and  that  a  “Romanese”  is  one  who  speaks  a 
Romance  language  and  whose  original  home  was  in 
the  Balkans. 

The  theory  is  advanced  that  one  of  our  ancient  fath¬ 
ers,  a  Romanese,  at  a  very  remote  date,  adopted  a 
family  name  indicative  of  his  Roman  nationality,  and 
that  the  same,  through  the  centuries  has  evolved  into 
the  beautiful  name,  “Romaine”,  as  we  now  have  it. 

The  Netherlands  were  inhabited  by  Celtic  tribes, 

when  conquered  (55-53  B.  C.)  for  Rome,  by  Julius 

Caesar,  who  colonized  the  country  with  people  from 
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Gaul,  resulting  in  the  native  tongue  being  converted 
into  a  Galic-Roman  dialect,  and  when  Clovis  over¬ 
came  the  country,  for  the  Franks,  (481-511  A.  D.), 
the  Teutonic  or  German  vocabulary  was  introduced, 
producing  a  linguistic  mixture  of  Teutonic,  Celtic 
and  Romantic  tongues,  which  evolved  into  the  Dutch 
language,  spoken  by  our  people  when  they  first  came 
to  America,  and  by  some  of  them  for  two  generations 
thereafter. 

In  the  Netherlands,  our  people  generally  were  agri¬ 
culturalists,  and,  for  the  most  part,  continued  the  same 
line  after  coming  to  this  country;  although  many  Ro- 
maines,  in  the  early  days,  distinguished  themselves  in 
other  ways,  among  these  may  be  mentioned:  William 
Romaine  (1714-179 5),  theologian  and  author,  of 
London;  Bernard  Romans  (1720-1784),  born  in 
Holland,  educated  as  an  engineer  in  England,  and  was 
Captain  of  the  Pennsylvania  Artillery  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  (1776);  Nicholas  Romaine  (1756- 
1817),  doctor  of  medicine  and  president  of  N ew  York 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons;  William  Govett 
Romaine  (  1815-1893),  English  lawyer,  Controller- 
General,  in  Egypt,  and  Judge  Advocate-General,  in 
India;  and  George  John  Romaine  (1814-1894),  sci¬ 
entist,  of  Kingston,  Canada. 

A  research  among  the  ancient  records  in  the  Neth¬ 
erlands  would,  no  doubt,  reveal  many  important  and 
interesting  facts  concerning  the  genealogy  of  the  Ro- 
maines,  prior  to  their  advent  in  America,  but  that  is 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  present  volume. 


CHAPTER  II. 


First  Romaines  in  America.  Benjamin  R.  Ro- 
maine — Mexican  War  Veteran,  Postmaster 
and  Justice.  Charity  Hopper  (Romaine), 
his  Wife. 

As  previously  stated,  our  first  American  ancestor, 
in  the  Romaine  line,  Ralph  Romaine,  came  from  the 
Netherlands,  in  Europe,  and  settled  in  New  Jersey, 
from  which  state  his  descendants  spread  out  over  the 
nation. 

Ralph  Romaine,  (  1st),  just  mentioned,  was  born 
in  Holland,  in  1695,  and  there  married  a  maiden 
called  Lydia,  last  name  unknown  (b.  1698;  d.  1776), 
and  to  them  were  born  three  sons,  Albert,  Benjamin 
and  Jacob.  He  was  a  farmer,  and,  with  his  family, 
came  to  America,  in  1749,  and  located  on  land  near 
the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson  River,  at  Hackensack, 
Bergen  County,  New  Jersey,  and  there  resided  until 
he  saw  the  Glory  of  Eternity,  in  1775. 

Benjamin  Romaine,  son  of  Ralph  Romaine,  was 
born  in  Holland,  July  25,  1748;  emigrated  to  New 
Jersey,  with  his  parents,  in  1749,  and,  at  maturity, 
settled  on  a  farm  in  Essex  County.  He  married  Rachel 
Vandelinden  (b.  1750;  d.  1840),  who  had  also  come 
from  Holland,  and  they  were  the  parents  of  two  chil¬ 
dren:  Ralph  B.  and  Rachel.  He  entered  the  Great 
Unseen,  June  9,  1829. 

Ralph  Benjamin  Romaine,  son  of  Benjamin 
Romaine,  came  into  this  world,  in  New  Jersey,  Feb¬ 
ruary  21,  1772,  and  left  for  the  Land  of  Light,  April 
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16,  1860.  He  was  an  agriculturalist,  and  served  as  a 
private  in  the  U.  S.  Army,  in  the  War  of  1812.  He 
was  first  married  to  Elizabeth  Sturr  (b.  1773;  d. 
1799  ),  and  to  them  Providence  brought  Rachel  (  b. 
Nov.  10,  1794),  and  Tiny  (b.  Mar.  28,  1797).  After 
the  demise  of  Elizabeth,  he  married  Lottie  B.  Rutan 
and  they  were  blest  with  eight  heirs:  Elizabeth, 
Benjamin  R .,  Daniel,  Jacob,  Peter,  Betsy,  Jane,  and 
Hannah. 

Lottie  B.  Rutan  (b.  Feb.  2,  1772;  d.  Nov.  6, 
1861),  was  the  daughter  of  Daniel  Rutan  and  Jane 
Brower  (Rutan).  She  had  three  brothers,  John,  Abra¬ 
ham  and  Daniel;  and  five  sisters,  Annie,  Rachel,  Jane, 
Maria  and  Leah. 

Benjamin  Ralph  Romaine,  son  of  Ralph  Ro- 
maine,  was  born  July  10,  1804,  at  Franklin,  N.  J.  He 
attended  school  at  his  home  town  and  then  went  to 

New  York,  where  he  served 
an  apprenticeship  as  a  me¬ 
chanic  and  became  a  skilled 
workman.  In  1*30,  at  Pat¬ 
terson,  New  York,  he  es¬ 
tablished  a  factory  for  mak¬ 
ing  textile  machinery,  and 
superintended  the  plant  for 
a  number  of  years.  When 
war  was  declared  with 
Mexico,  he  enlisted  at  Fort 
Hamilton,  December  30, 
1846,  in  Co.  I,  1st  (later 

BENJAMIN  R.  ROMAINE  2nd)  N>  y.  Vols.,  Under 

Col.  Ward  B.  Burnett;  and  was  one  of  the  twelve 
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thousand  veterans  who  went  to  Mexico  with  General 
Winfield  Scott,  landed  at  Vera  Cruz,  marched  200 
miles  inland  and,  September  13,  1847,  seized  Ft.  Cha- 
pultepec,  which  protected  the  City  of  Mexico.  In  this 
battle,  he,  single-handed,  captured  two  of  the  enemy, 
a  general  and  private,  for  which  bravery  he  was,  May 
1,  1848,  appointed  a  Corporal,  and  later  awarded  a 
Silver  Medal,  by  the  United  States.  He  was  dis¬ 
charged  July  31,  1848,  at  Ft.  Hamilton. 

In  1832,  he  married  Charity  Hopper  by  whom  he 
was  the  father  of  nine  children:  Lottie,  Garrett,  Ra¬ 
chel  Ann,  Ralph,  Elizabeth  Jane,  Barney  Demorest, 
Mary  Ellen,  Edward  Wells  and  Benjamin  Franklin 
(See  the  following  Chapters). 

He  removed  to  Wisconsin  in  1851,  and,  with  gov¬ 
ernment  “Script,”  purchased  a  tract  of  public  land  in 
Fond  du  Lac  County,  about  five  miles  northeast  of 
Campbellsport.  A  postoffice  was  established  at  his 
home  and  he  was  appointed  the  first  postmaster.  He 
also  served  as  the  first  Justice  of  the  Peace  there,  and 
so  beloved  was  he  that  his  neighbors  called  him  “Uncle 
Ben.”  He  was  summoned  to  the  Land  of  his  Fathers, 
July  12,  1890,  aged  86  years,  and  his  form  was  laid 
away  in  New  Prospect  cemetery,  near  his  old  home. 

Charity  Hopper,  wife  of  Benjamin  R.  Romaine, 
was  born  in  New  York,  February  21,  1807.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Garrett  Hopper  and  Elizabeth  Acker¬ 
man  (Hopper);  had  three  brothers,  John,  Garrett, 
and  Andrew,  and  a  sister,  Rachel;  and  was  the  mother 
of  nine  children  as  stated  above.  She  heard  the  AngePs 
call,  May  14,  1880;  and  her  body  lies  by  the  side  of 
her  Benjamin,  in  New  Prospect’s  sacred  ground. 


CHAPTER  III. 


Garrett  Romaine — Farmer,  Mr  elm  an  and  Pub¬ 
lic  Official.  Martha  L.  Harbaugh  (Ro¬ 
maine),  his  Wife.  Their  Eight  Children. 

Garrett  Romaine,  son  of  Benjamin  R.  Romaine, 
was  born  in  New  York,  March  7,  1829;  removed  to 
Hoboken,  N.  J.,  in  1832,  and  to  Wisconsin  in  1849. 
In  Wisconsin  he  settled  on  land  in  Fond  du  Lac  Coun¬ 
ty,  and  there  built  a  flour-mill  and  a  saw-mill,  oper¬ 
ated  by  water  power.  These  he  managed  successfully 
for  many  years.  In  1874,  he  removed,  with  his  family, 
by  way  of  California,  to  Oregon,  where  he  operated 
a  farm  near  Harrisburg  for  three  years,  and  then  set¬ 
tled  on  land  not  far  from  Dayton,  Washington.  He 
was  a  Republican;  held  the  office  of  Assessor  for  the 
town  of  Auburn,  Wisconsin,  1865-69,  and  Dayton, 
Wash.,  1  884-89 ;  and  was  a  member  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
and  held  the  office  of  Noble  Grand.  May  16,  1852, 
he  married  Martha  Louisa  Harbaugh,  and  they  were 
blessed  with  five  sons  and  two  daughters.  He  answered 
the  Final  Call,  Oct.  23,  1900,  at  Dayton. 

MARTHA  LOUISA  HARBAUGH 

Alartha  Louisa  Harbaugh  (Romaine)  was  born  at 
New  Lisbon,  Ohio,  Jan.  26,  1830.  She  was  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  William  Harbaugh  and  Rachel  Beeson.  Her 
father  was  a  son  of  Jacob  Harbaugh  and  Catherine 
Van  Houten.  Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  John 
Beeson  and  Sarah  Schooley,  through  whom  she  traces 
her  ancestry  back  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  England 
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(1700).  The  EarPs  daughter,  Rachel,  married  Elisha 
Schooley  and  their  daughter,  Sarah,  married  John 
Beeson,  the  father  of  Rachel  Beeson,  her  mother.  She 
completed  a  beautiful  life,  at  Dayton,  August  12, 
1919. 

SCIONS  OF  GARRETT  ROMAINE  AND 
MARTHA  L.  HARBAUGH 

William  Benjamin  Romaine,  (b.  Apr.  22, 
1855;  d.  Jan.  2,  1907),  was  a  native  of  Wisconsin; 
removed  to  California,  1874;  to  Oregon,  1875,  and  to 
Dayton,  Wash.,  1878.  He  was  a  farmer  and  stockman, 
and  a  member  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  He  married  Patsie 
Philena  Davis  (b.  Mar.  24,  1865;  d.  Jan.  12,  1936), 
and  by  her  was  the  father  of  Nancy  May  (b.  Jan.  10, 
1884),  and  Harvey  Roy  (b.  Apr.  17,  1886).  Nancy 
May  married  Landor  Penne  (b.  Feb.  2,  1880),  and 
Harvey  Roy  married  Mary  Jane  Rohner  (b.  June  15, 
1893),  and  they  have  one  child,  Betty  May  (b.  Aug. 
17,  1920).  Patsie  Philena  Romaine  subsequently 
married  J.  W.  Long  of  Portland,  Oregon. 

John  Henry  Romaine  was  born  in  Wisconsin, 
April  15,  1857;  removed  to  California,  1874,  to  Ore¬ 
gon,  1875;  to  Dayton,  Washington,  1878,  and  finally 
to  Haines,  Oregon,  where  he  was  visited  by  the  “Great 
Harvester,”  Sept.  20,  1931.  He  first  married  May 
McKellips,  and  after  her  death,  without  issue,  mar¬ 
ried  Ella  Irene  Davis  (b.  Sept.  26,  1866),  and  they 
were  the  parents  of  Jean  Milo  (b.  Apr.  3,  1889;  d. 
Apr.  14,  1893);  Garrett  (b.  Mar.  26,  1902),  and 
Jean  Henry  (b.  Dec.  21,  1903).  He  farmed  large 
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tracts  of  land  both  in  Eastern  Washington  and  Eastern 
Oregon,  with  marked  success.  He  affiliated  with  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.  Garrett  married  Theresa  Olson  (b.  May 
26,  1905)  and  has  one  child,  Garrett  Lee  (b.  Sept. 
20,  1931).  Jean  Henry  married  Margarete  J.  Ireton 
(b.  Mar.  1,  1909),  and  they  produced  Richard  Allen 
(b.  Mar.  1  1,  1934).  Jean  Henry  Romaine  is  a  doctor 
of  dentistry,  located  at  Walport,  Oregon. 

Jerome  Wallace  Romaine  was  born  in  Wiscon¬ 
sin,  May  15,  1859,  and  has  resided  at  Harrisburg, 
Oregon;  Dayton,  Conconully  and  Bellingham,  Wash.., 
and  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  He  attended  Dayton  High 
school,  1880-81;  was  a  member  of  Washington  Ter¬ 
ritory  Militia,  at  Dayton,  1886-87;  School  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Okanogan  County,  Wash.,  1888;  admitted 
to  the  bar  of  Washington  Territory,  Feb.  8,  1888,  and 
of  Washington  State,  Jan.  31,  1890;  served  as  prose¬ 
cuting  attorney  for  Whatcom  County,  1897-98;  rep¬ 
resented  that  county  in  the  state  legislature,  1897-98, 
and  was  Mayor  of  Bellingham,  1912. 

In  Masonry,  he  is  a  member  of  the  Lodge,  Com- 
mandry,  Scottish  Rite  and  Shrine.  He  also  holds  mem¬ 
berships  in  the  Elks  and  K.  of  P.  orders. 

July  17,  1897,  he  married  Marion  Alma  Cole  (b. 
Jan.  17,  1874;  d.  June  3,  1898),  and  to  them  was 
born  Lecil  Alma,  June  1,  1898.  June  23,  1915,  he 
married  Martha  B.  Cole,  who  died  in  1918,  and,  July 
29,  1922,  he  married  Harriett  May  Shafer.  His 
daughter,  Lecil  Alma,  married  Glenn  Richard  Walk¬ 
er  (b.  Alar.  5,  1899)  and  they  produced  Dennis  Ro- 
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maine  Walker  (b.  Feb.  20,  1924)  and  Richard  Clay¬ 
ton  Walker  (b.  Jan.  30,  1931  ).  On  removing  to  Cali¬ 
fornia  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  that  state  and 
has  since  practiced  law  at  Los  Angeles. 

Frantz  Siegel  Romaine  was  born  in  Wisconsin, 
September  1,  1862;  removed  to  California,  1874;  to 

Oregon,  1875,  and  to  Day- 
ton,  Wash.,  1878;  and  was 
educated  in  the  public 
schools.  He  owns  several 
hundred  acres  near  Day- 
ton,  and  by  leasing  addi¬ 
tional  land,  usually  con¬ 
trols  about  one  thousand 
acres,  from  which  he  har¬ 
vests  large  quantities  of 
grain;  and  is  regarded  one 
of  the  most  successful  far¬ 
mers  and  respected  citizens 
of  that  section.  He  holds 
membership  in  the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  Woodmen 
of  the  World;  and  was,  one  time,  president  of  the  lo¬ 
cal  Pioneer  Association,  and  has  been  a  life-long  Re¬ 
publican. 

December  25,  1887,  he  married  Elizabeth  Ann
